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Belgian Tubize Retains Rights To Dreyfus Patents 


Brussels Court Decides ‘In Favor of Belgian Concern on Question of 
European Distribution—Upholds Original Contract Entered Into In 
1922—Decision Does Not Affect British Celanese or Viscose Corp. 





The recent decision of a Brussels 
court of arbitration in favor of claims 
of the Societe de la Soie Artificielle 
de Tubize, Belgium, to various Euro- 
pean rights to the acetate patents 
owned by Dr. Henry and Camille 
Dreyfus, and Alexandre Clavel, 
known as the Dreyfus-Clavel group, 
has lead to widespread interest 
throughout the chemical world, es- 
pecially |jthat part of it associated in 
the making of synthetic silk, in the 
terms of the contract involved in the 
litigation. A copy of this contract 
which appeared in a recent issue of 
the “Daily News Record” indicates 
the terms of the agreement by which 
these three as individuals, and not as 
officials of British Celanese, Ltd., 
gave Belgium Tubize exclusive manu- 
facturing rights to the acetate pat- 
ents in several European countries. 

According to the contract, which 
was entered into at London, on March 
25, 1922, the Dreyfus-Clavel group 
as exclusive owner in Belgium, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Ger- 
many, France and Italy of the pat- 
ent and manufacturing processes in- 
volved in the manufacture of cellu- 
lose acetate and its by-products, and 
products derived from ‘them, such as 
rayon, films, and celluloid, gave Tu- 
bize exclusive rignts to these pat- 
ents, products and processes in ithe 
aforementioned countries. 

As regards the first four countries 
—Belgium, Poland, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia — manufacturing and 
selling in them was reserved ex- 
clusively to Tubize for a period of 
fifteen years from date of contract. 
In return, Tubize promised to pay a 
sum equal to 20 per cent of its pro- 
fits realized out of} the manufacture 
of rayon through the cellulose acetate 


process. 


In Germany, the manufacture and 





sale was reserved exclusively for Tu- 
bize for a period of 20 years, in con- 
sideration of which, Tubize was to 
pay a sum equal to twenty-five per 
cent of its profits. 

Manufacture and sale in France and 
Italy was also reserved exclusively 
to Tubize, but only on condition that 
it form a new society in France for 
the exploitation of the market. In 
this new organization, the Dreyfus- 
Clavel grout was to receive found- 
ers’ shares which would always pay 
25 per cent of the super-dividend, and 
would be entitied to two representa- 
tives on tha board of directors. In 
case the French society was not 
erecting its factory within two years 
after date of contract all rights were 
to revert to the Dreyfus-Clavel 
group. 

It is interesting to note here that 
separate contracts on the same date 
as this one, between British Celanese 
and Tubize, entitled the former com- 
pany to a 2 per cent delivery for a 
15 year period on quantities of rayon 
sold by Tubize in Germany and Italy. 

The contract between Tubize and 
the Dreyfus-Clavel group further 
provided that Tubize would erect a 
factory for the manufacture of ace- 
tate rayon within eight months from 
date of contract, or lose all rights. 
Tubize was prohibited from trans- 
ferring its rights for a ten year peri- 
od and from entering into any other 
enterprises for the exploitation of 
cellulose acetate. 

Both parties expressed themselves 
as willing to settle together prices for 
the world’s markets.They also agreed 
that in case of a contest on the ex- 
ecution or interpretation of tthe con- 
tract, the dispute would be submitted 
to a court of arbitration in Brussels, 
composed of three members, one se- 
lected by each party and the third 
member to be agreed on by both. 


GOVERNMENT SILENT 
ON QUININE MEETING 

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 1—Of- 
ficials of the Department of Jus- 
tice refused to discuss the confer- 
ence held here yesterday between 
several quinine manufacturers sub- 
poenaed to a grand jury investiga- 
tion in New York on Nov. 4, and 
William J. Donavan, in charge of 
anti-trust prosecutions for the de- 
partment. It was previously stated 
that the conference was for the pur- 
pose of determining a plan for in- 
specting the records that the sub- 
poenaed firms and individuals were 
required to produce at Friday’s in- 
vestigation. 

It is understood that the subpoe- 
naed individuals hoped to learn 
what lay behind the subpoenas, but 
inasmuch as grand jury details are 
not discussed prior to appearances, 
it is not believed that much infor- 
mation was divulged by the Gov- 
ernment representatives. Those in 
charge of the work here refuse to 
talk of the investigation. Names of 
the individuals attending the meet- 
ing were not divulged. 

The subpoenas, which were 
served on all leading quinine factors 
last Friday, call for an appearance 
Friday at Federal Court, New York. 





PRENOL DUTY REDUCED 
ONE HALF BY COOLIDGE 


Reduction of 50 per cent in the 
present duty on phenol was an- 
nounced by President Coolidge in 
a proclamation issued November 1. 
The proclamation was issued under 
the provision of section 315 of the 
Tariff Act of 1922 and decreased 
the duty on phenol from 40 per cent 
ad valorem, upon the basis of the 
American selling price as defined in 
the tariff act, and 7 cents per pound, 
to 20 per cent ad valorem and 3% 
cents per pound. This reduction of 
50 per cent of the present duty is 
the maximum reduction permissible 
under section 315, and was the re- 
sult of an investigation held by the 
Tariff Commission upon application 
of James F. Ballard, St. Louis. 
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When Herr Diesbach in 1704 stumbled upon Prussian blue,

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JAPAN PLANS SUBSIDY 
OF FERTILIZER TRADE 
(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Tokyo, October 13—The Ministry 
of Agriculture and Forestry has 
adopted a plan providing for protec- 
tive measures for the superphosphate 
fertilizer industry. According to the 
plan, anyone intending to manufac- 
ture or extend the present equipment 
is required to apply to the Govern- 
ment for permission. The Govern- 
ment estimates the amount of demand 
every year and fixes the amount of 
production among the manufacturers, 
as well as the sales price of super- 
phosphate of lime. At the request of 
manufacturers the Government will 
buy their products and_ stocks, for 
which the Government issues fertilizer 
debentures. The export of this fer- 
tilizer is encouraged and special pro- 
tective measures are to be adopted 
for the manufacture of superphosphate 
fertilizer for export purposes. The 
Government will lend low interest 
rate funds to manufacturers ‘and ad- 
vance money on the security of bonds 
and debentures they have. The Gov- 
ernment has appropriated 950,000 yen 
into the next fiscal year’s ;budget in 
connection with the establishment of 
a fertilizer control bureau.

Fall Meeting Held at Chemists Club, New York With About Fifty Mem- 
bers Present—Dr. I. G. Priest, Bureau of Standards Principal Speaker 
—Attendance Confined to Northern Members—Dr. Herty Talks at 
Banquet on the Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 





The Fall meeting of American 
Oil Chemists Society was held at 
the Chemists’ Club, New York, 
Friday and Saturday, Oct. 28 and 
29. 

There were approximately 50 
members present when the session 
was called to order on Friday morn- 
ing by president H. P. Trevithick. 
Following the reading of the his- 
tory of the society by Dr. David 
Wesson, it was pointed out by the 
president that this meeting was held 
for the benefit of Northern mem- 
bers who were unable to attend the 
annual convention and could not 
be considered truly representative. 
For this reason there were no mat- 
ters formally discussed, though 
there was considerable interest in 
the only subject up for discussion 
—that of color glass investigation 
now being carried on by a research 
association of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards. 


The committee had secured as 
the principal speaker, Dr. I. G. 
Priest, Bureau of Standards, who 


talked on ‘Co-operative Work of 
American Oil Chemists Society and 
Bureau of Standards”. Following 
his address Dr. Priest discussed this 
work informally and cleared up sev- 


eral perplexing points with the 
members. 

The morning session was con- 
cluded with a talk by H. F. Meis- 


nest, oil expert of the Tariff Com- 
mission. Dr. Meisnest dwelt for 
a few minutes on each of the vari- 
ous types of fish oil industries, tell- 
ing something of the processes of 
manufacture in each case as well 
as the methods of catching and the 
industries of ultimate consumption. 
At the banquet held Friday even- 
ing at the Chemists’ Club, Dr. Chas. 
H. Herty, Chemical Foundation, 
was the principal speaker, and the 
Society showed deep interest in his 
talk defending the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law and condemning those 
who favored its repeal in view of 
the recent Franco-German combine. 
Dr. Maximilian Toch, Standard Var- 
nish Works, was also scheduled to 
talk, but was unable to attend. 
Committee meetings of the gov- 
erning board and the fat analysis 
committee were held on Friday and 
Saturday afternoons respectively.

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U. S. POTASSIUM CHLORIDE 
SALES GROW IN JAPAN 
(Special to CHEMICAL MaRKETS) 
Tokyo, October 10—American po- 
tassium chloride is now demanded in 
Japanese rural communities at the ex- 
pense of sulfuric chloride. The fact 
is attracting the attention of fertiliz- 
ing merchants. It is imported from 
America and Spain. It was first 
imported from America last year to 
the amount of about 3,000 tons. Im- 
ports are gradually increasing, due to 
a cheaper price and efficiency. The 
only drawback the American potas- 
sium chloride has is that its use is 
limited, because of the fact that it 
reduces the amount of lime in the 
soil. It is absolutely prohibited for 
such agricultural products as tobac- 
co and sweet potato. This drawback 
is not expected to interfere with the 
active demand and it will not be long 
the fertilizer is demanded to 
the yearly amount of 10,000 tons.

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U. S. AWARDS CONTRACT 
FOR POTASH DRILLING 
(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 2—The 
contract for drilling potash well 
No. 5 has been awarded by the U. 
S. Bureau of Mines, Dept. of Com- 
merce, to Pennsylvania Drilling Co. 
Pittsburgh. The location of the 
well is in the northwest quarter of 
Section 16, G. C. & S. F.. Survey, 
on Harris Brothers’ ranch, Crock- 
ett Co., Texas. It is expected that 
drilling will be started immediately. 
Drilling will be done with cable 
tools to the top of the potash-bear- 
ing salts, a depth of approximately 
1,190 feet. After the salts are en- 
countered, the diamond drill will 
be employed. The well will be sunk 
to a total depth of about 2,000 feet. 

Potash well No. 4, near Metz 
Siding, Ector Co., Texas, which was 
started on July 26, was completed 
September 30, having been drilled 
to a depth of 2,098 feet. This well 
was drilled with a cable string to 
the top of the salts, 930 feet down. 
After the salt deposits were reached, 
core drilling was resorted to for 
the remaining footage of 1,169 feet, 
9 inches. The core obtained was 1,- 
169 feet, 9 inches in length, repre- 
senting 100 per cent core recovery. 

It is probable that the next pot- 
ash test well will be located in the 
McCamey oil field, Upton County, 
which is in the same general area 
in central western Texas in which 
wells Nos. 4 and 5 are located. It 
is probable that three test wells, 
in addition to well No. 5, will be 
drilled during the present fiscal 
year. The cores obtained as a re- 
sult of drilling operations are 
turned over to the United States 
Geological Survey for study and 
analysis.

The fundamental position of the 
heavy chemical market is one of 
strength and interest is centered in 
closing contracts for requirements 
over next year. A survey of the 
sellers indicates that consumers are 
entering their agreements without 
hesitation which is believed to be 
in reflection of the present firmness 
in the market. The schedule for 
alkalies and chlorine are all firm 
and expected to be easily held by 
the producers. The caustic 
prices, however, do not seem so 
strong as some believe that further 
shading will be seen and that the 
new schedule is meaningless. The 
1928 prices of sulfuric acid have 
been advanced for bulk deliveries, 
but the remainder of the schedule 
is unchanged. Muriatic acid is also 
higher in bulk but the remainder 
of the heavy acids are in a station- 
ary position. Domestic tartaric acid 
has been reduced and is. still 
weak and subject to shading in ef- 
forts by sellers to secure the very 
little business available. 

Intermediates are still strong, ex- 
cepting paranitraniline which seems 
excited and subject to cutting under 
the strain of selling pressure. Or- 
tho and para fractions of nitroto- 
luene are still scarce and supplies 
are moving in heavy volume. Light 
oil derivatives are unchanged.

Acid Tartaric — Domestic pro- 
ducers of this material have revised 
their schedules on this material and 
now quote 36c lb. Some domestic 
material may be obtained from out- 
side hands at even lower figures. 
Importers are quoting unchanged 
prices and the entire market is 
weaker after the passing of the 
active season. Further reductions 
are probable. 

Alcohol Denatured — There is 
nothing new in this market; the

Chlorine — The market is un- 
changed and all interest is centered 
on future business.

Strength in oleo oil continues as 
the outstanding movement in the 
animal oil group. While there was 
only a fractional advance in one 
grade, a scarcity is still apparent. 
Coconut oil in all positions is com- 
ing in for some attention, because 
of reports of a small stock of co- 
pra in the Islands and a like short- 
age of Manila oil on the Coast. 
This latter grade is higher this week 
in all directions. Chinawood oil is 
about holding last week’s levels on 
spot on a quiet but firm market. 
Tanks on the Coast have been ad- 
vanced and there is some interest 


in this position. Linseed oil con- 
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tinues quite easy, though the de- 
mand was noticeably improved at 
the close of last week. Consuming 
interest in olive oil foots is still 
quite noticeable and dealers are hav- 
ing no trouble in placing their ar- 
rivals. Denatured olive oil is ne- 
glected. Cottonseed, palm, rape- 
seed, soya bean and the fish oils 
were all featureless since last re- 
ported. 

Chinawood Oil — Unchanged on 
spot this week with the market 
steady and a fairly good demand 
noted.

Statistics indicating imports of 
nitrocellulose lacquers into the Neth- 
erlands are not available, according to 
Consul C. O. Spamer, Amsterdam.

CANADIAN PAPER MILLS 
ARRANGING BIG MERGER 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Toronto Ont. Oct. 26—A merger 
of six power and paper companies 
has been arranged at a meeting of 
the directors held in Montreal on 
Oct. 24, subject to the approval of 
the share holders. The companies 
are: Abitibi Power and Paper Co. 
Ltd., Spanish River Pulp and Paper 
Co. Ltd., Fort William Power Co., 
Ltd., Manitoba Paper Co. Ltd., Ste. 
Anne Paper Co. Ltd., and Murray 
Bay Paper Co. Ltd. The plan pro- 
poses the acquisition by the Abitibi 
Co. of the common stock of the 
other five companies, in exchange 
for common stock of the Abitibi. 
The Spanish River shareholders re- 
ceiving two shares of Abitibi for 
each share they hold and sharehold- 
ers in the other companies lesser 
proportions. The common stock of 
the Abitibi will be increased to 1,- 
500,000 shares and the preferred 
stock from $1,000,000 to $51,000,- 
000. This consolidation marks an 
important step in the growth of the 
Canadian paper and power indus- 
tries, creating the third group of 
its kind, with assets of $178,058,625. 
The new company will have an 
actual capacity of 650,000 tons and a 
potential capacity of 1,000,000 tons 
of newsprint per year. The de- 
veloped hydro electric power will 
be in excess of 190,000 h.p. with 
undeveloped power estimated at ap- 
proximately 500,000 h.p. The di- 
rectorate to be enlarged to include 
21 members instead of 10 as at pres- 
ent.

SMOKELESS POWDER 
IS RULED DUTIABLE 
(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 2—Word 
has been received here of a decision 
of the United States Customs Court 
in a case brought by the E. I. Du 
Pont de Nemours Company in which 
the court held that smokeless pow- 
der conceded to be in chief value of 
a compound of cellulose and a sport- 
ing powder, is dutiable at 60 per 
cent, and not free of duty as a sport- 
ing powder. In this case the Col- 
lector of Customs had returned the 
merchandise free of duty, but an 
American manufacturer filed a pro- 
test, claiming that the merchandise 
should have been assessed for duty 
which protest was sustained, the de- 
cision of the Collector of Customs 
being reversed.

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FERTILIZER ASSN. SEES 
BRIGHTER PROSPECTS 

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 31—With 
the farmer’s financial position greatly 
improved as compared with his sit- 
uation a year ago, optimism prevails 
throughout the fertilizer industry 
with respect to the use of plant food 
on next season’s crops, according to 
Charles J. Brand, executive secretary 
and treasurer of the National Fer- 
tilizer association, in announcing that 
the annual southern convention of the 
association will be held at Atlanta 
November 8 and 9. 

“All lines of business that deal 
with the farmer are feeling much 
more optimistic now than last year,” 
Brand said. “As is true with other 
industries that are closely allied to 
farming, the fertilizer industry suf- 
fers bad business or enjoys good 
business in direct ratio with the fall 
or rise of the farmer’s buying power. 
Though cotton farmers raised nearly 
18 million bales last year, and this 
year appear to have a crop of about 
five million bales less than last, they 
are receiving some $200,000,000 more 
for this year’s small crop than for 
last year’s big one.

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VALUABLE ROSIN CARGO 
IS SALVAGED IN SOUTH 


Forty-two years ago a cargo of 1,- 
500 barrels of rosin was sunk in the 
Altamaha River when the steamboat 
Louisa foundered near Joyner Island. 

The rosin, which is said to be in 
an excellent state of preservation, is 
being recovered from the ship’s hold 
by Captain Mobley and J. F. Fen- 
der, of Jesup, who are having it 
brought to Ludowici, Ga., for ship- 
ment to the markets.

FRENCH RAYON OUTPUT

PAINT, VARNISH OUTPUT 


Dept. of Commerce announces that, 
according to data collected at the 
latest semi-annual canvass of paint 
and varnish manufacturers, the pro- 
duction during the six months ended 
June 30, 1927, was as follows: 199,- 
473,400 Ibs. of paste paints, com- 
prising 132,795,900 lbs. of pure white 
lead in oil, 15,877,800 lbs. of combina- 
tion or graded whites, 3,438,500 Ibs. 
of zinc oxide in oil, and 47,361,200 Ibs, 
of other paste paints; 50,662, 100 gals. 
of ready-mixed and semipaste paints, 
including enamels; 34,831,100 gals. of 
varnishes, japans and lacquers, other 
than pyroxylin; 14,929,000 gals. of 
pyroxylin (nitrocellulose) varnishes or 
lacquers; and allied products com- 
prising paint and varnish removers, 
522,400 gals., stains (not varnish 
stains) 1,897,800 gals.; liquid fillers, 
431,000 gals.; paste fillers, 7,553,500 
pounds; and putty, 28,528,400 Ibs. 





Importers of fertilizers in the 
Netherlands East Indies anticipate 
an increased demand for fertilizers 
due to the excellent crops during 
the season just ending according to 
a recent cable from Trade Commis- 
sioner Renshaw, Batavia.

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CYANIDE USE FORBIDDEN 
IN GERMAN INSECTICIDE 
Reichsgestzblatt (Federal Law 

Bulletin) No. 41, of September 16, 

1927, publishes a decree forbidding use 

of hydrogen cyanide and substances 

developing light liquid cyanogen com- 
pounds in combatting horticultural and 
animal pests, reports Trade Commis- 
sioner William T. Daugherty, Berlin. 

The decree, however, reserves to the 

Minister of Foodstuffs and Agricul- 

ture in agreement with the Ministry 

of the Interior, the right to lift this 
prohibition in special cases. Higher 
provincial authorities, furthermore, 
may permit certain individuals or 
organizations to use these forbidden 
poisons. Special precautionary mea- 
sures are also provided for, when the 
cyanides are used to fumigate build- 
ings and ships. A special permit must 
be issued to persons allowed to distri- 
bute these poisons. Special tight 
containers are prescribed for the 
packing of hydrocyanic acid. Further 
instructions are to be issued as con- 
trol measures in handling the cyan- 
ides. The decree went into effect 

September 15, 1927. 

Chemische Fabrik Kalk G. m. b. 
H., of Cologne-Kalk, with a probable 
annual production of 100,000 tons soda 
ash has heretofore been selling in 
competition with the German Soda 
Ash Syndicate led by the German 
Solvay Works with headquarters in 
3ernburg, Anhalt. The latter prob- 
ably controls some 80 per cent of 
German production running into well 
over one half million tons annually. 

Faced with the desirability of tying 
up with Solvay, the Cologne concern 
is now reported as being under nego- 
tiations calculated to enter it into the 
syndicate, with prospect of an early 
conclusion. This would assign vir- 
tually all German production to the 
syndicate. Other independent pro- 
ducers are of little comparative im- 
portance.
